Liquor & Beer Taxes 


Less Than Cigarette 


The first half of fiscal year 
1963-64 ended with a record 
$61 million collected by the 
State Beverage Department in 
alcoholic beverage and  cigar- 
ette taxes, according to Bever- 
age Director Richard B. Keat- 
ng. 


December's collections were 
up more than $3 million over 
December of the previous year, 
for an increase of 42.11 per cent 
Keating said 


The total collection of $61,- 
128,045.96 for the ill six-month 
period represents an increase of 
39.39 per cent cver the first 
half of fiscal 1962-63. A portion 

the increase is attributed to 
the additional tax imposed on 
the products by the State Legis- 
lature during its latest session. 


The record collections bear 
out Director Keating's earlier 
prediction that the State Bev- 
erage Department will collect 
$120 million in taxes this fiscal 
year from the sale of alcoholic 
beverages and cigarettes. 


A breakdown of collections 
show cigarette sales from July 
1 to December 31, contributed 
$5,287,917.32; Liquor $2,093,- 
150.72; beer $2.019.362.73; and 
wine, $714,713.73. Miscellaneous 
licenses and permits made up 
the balance of the $61 million, 
the Director explained,
